Our course of study will be based orv the premise 
that the Anglo-Saxon based currieuhim is one of en¬ 
slavement for our children and that in addition to sub- ■ 
stiluting an African-American based curriculum in its 
place, we must leach black 'Audenis to survive until 
such time as the instinctive creativity that all black . 
people possess in abundance is freed to create a now 
order of tlangs. 

I (-t US t.il e a look at a school in which the black 
student is learning self-determination, self-control anri 
self-iiefense as a vital element in Ids le.;rnin;’, process. 

Our black student enters a building adorned with 
pictures of great black fighters such as Marcus Garvey, 
Malcolm X, iliihanimail Ah, etc. 1 he walls of the cor¬ 
ridors and the classrooms are covered with signs bear¬ 
ing such survival slogans as “l.carn or Burn,*’ “Teach 
or Reach,” “Instruct or Duck,” “Unite of ;

After (he nioining cxeitiscs arc over lie goci to 
physical trainin'; where the first part of the period is 
devoted to tartjet practice on the scliuol shooting;ratline. 
I'ollowiiig (his lie reports lo a ncarhy ciassrooin for 
inst rut lion in weapomy. p.uii handling, and pun safety. 
Ills next class takes place in the pymiiasium wlieic he 
is piveii a lesson in one of ilie b.isteni martial arts of 
self-defense. To make lus study of originaS lanpuapcs 
more functional and to motivate him to master his 
native tongue, all in.struction in the .self-defense and 
weaponry classes arc conducted ii; Swahili and Yoruiia. 
He will not be able to function ailcipi.itely in lliesc 
classes until ho e.in sjicak the larigu.ige in which they 
are taught. Immediately' following tins class he reports 
for instruction in his original language to his language 
teas her wlio is responsible for including in lii.s lesson 
’I'lan provisions lor the voc.ihiil.iiy neeessaiy for use 
I in (he sell-ili'leuse anil we.ipiniiy cl.tsses. These two 
•courses of study will be the prestige courses in the 
school. Inastmieii as a good einiise in weaponry must 
iueUule basic intorm.ilioii Ironi such di.sciplincs as 
rnath, physics, chemistry and biology, and since his 
physical training will deal with deveioping his neuro¬ 
muscular system to a high degree of efficiency, a total 
curriculum could be planned using Uiese two areas as 
the core or base. 

As our black student moves about the bviilding, 
ioud-speakeis pi.iced in llie ceilings fonlliuiously bailie

His afternoon is spent studying the traditional sub¬ 
jects of reading, writing and anthnietie. The reading 
material has a historical and geogrjphical flavor and it 
focuses on the life storie.sof black heroes like Malcolm 
X, Garvey, H. Kap Ikown, Slokcly ('armieh.iel, LeUoi 
Jones, bfat Turner and oilier les.er-known black peo¬ 
ple, The readers are graded and beautifully illustrated 
with pictures that reflect the image of the blac.^ child. 
His math not only deals with the mechanics of the 
science, but goes deeply into tlie history and the logic 
of numbers. Ills matli problems focus on such practical 
. matters as wind velocity, muzzle velocity and other 


mathemalieal eonr.ideralions involved in firing, repair¬ 
ing and making v/eapoiis. 

I’logiamnu'd inaleri.il pul together hy black pr<i- 
guirnmcrs is piesented to (he student to expose him ai 
an early age lo computers and other eleeiionic cijuip- 
menl ih-al i.s'used in a technological society so that iie 
will be la miliar and at case wilh the language and ihc 
operation of tliis type of e<|iiipmeiU. 

Boys and girls arc exposed to the s.mie cunieulum. 
'I'lie home economies course stresses fust .lid and how 
to survive off (he surrounding environment if all fo.sd 
and fuel supply lines into llic black community are cut 
off. Shop courses focus on such functional skills a> 
making and repairing various type.s of electronic cqu.p- 
ment and gunsmithing. 

i he .student studies tlie history and cuKure o' i.i. 
people carelully to fully understand liic unkj^e cor.- 
iri’nulions his ancestors made to the devch.p.meni of: 
lliis country and to (lie world. 

1 he school day cuds with j 15-seco,iJ jniiod (,i 
sileni meilitalion in meiiioty of (he millions ol Ui.i. I. 
heroes who have given their lives that we may stuviv 
lor another day. He now hurries to the many aficr- 
school activities that are provided for him in the huikl- 
ing and liiat allow him lo extend and to apply tue 
skills he learned during the formal school day in a more 
informal setting. 

His school is the focal point for all community ac¬ 
tivities. Social events, political meetings, cuftura! p:.> 
granus, etc., are held in the building because the buikl- 
ing belongs to Hie community. His school is coitii'-ll. d

A black child who completes lids eour-.e of study 
will i iiietix with Ids mind inhict and wilh a Udl timler- 
slaiuling of lus role in society as it stands presently. 
Our graduate will not be found dying in far-off places 
in an army that represents the sarr.e forces that oppres.s 
and exploit him daily. He will know exactly v.-hcre Ids 
battlefield is.

A source advised in July, 19 ^ 8 , that the Los Angeles 
Student Non-Violent Coordin<iting Committee (LA-SNCC), headquartered 
at 7^06 South Western Avenue, Los Angeles, California, is not a 
membership organization but a loose-knit agency composed of young 
militant, black nationalists from South Los Angeles who have 
eliminated all Caucasians from their ranks and have initiated a 
program against the draft, the war in Vietnam and discrimination 
and have proposed a revolutionary program utilizing armed force, 
political and economic action to obtain their goals. LA-SNCC is 
an arm of the National Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee 
organization headquartered at Atlanta, Georgia, and with the naming 
of LA-SNCC Director RONALD LEROY WILKINS as Deputy Director of SNCC 
for the West Coast, the affinity between the National and Local 
organization will be more harmonious. 

The above source advised that at a meeting of LA-SNCC 
leaders on March 22 , I968, the group indicated it was necessarv 
for all SNCC personnel to be armed in order to shoot "pig cops" 
vrhen they are stopped in South Los Angeles. 

A source, in May, 19 ^ 6 ^ indicated that IxA-SNCC leadership 
has encouraged all associates of LA-SNCC to obtain arms and to be 
armed at all times. 

On April I968, four LA-SNCC officers were arrested 
by the Los Angeles Police Department at LA-SNCC headquarters in 
possession of two fully loaded .30 caliber M -1 carbines and one 
.12 gauge shotgun, pump action, with four rounds of 00 gauge 
buckshot. On May 4 , 1968, five LA-SNCC officers were arrested 
by the Los Angeles Police Department for possession of loaded 
firearms. 


On May l 4 , 1968, then Director JOHN FLOYD and three 
Security Officers, LA-SNCC, were arrested by the New Orleans Police 
Department for possession of stolen property. New Orleans Police 
Dcpc.rtmorit found four automatic weapons in attache cases carried 
by the above persons. They also obtained material concerning 
instructions in the making of Molotov cocktails, bombs and booby 
traps for sabotage in guerilla-type warfare. This literature was 
published‘in Communist China.

■ Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 36O-362 Nelson 
Street^ S.W.^ Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself as not being a 
membership organization, but rather an agency attempting■to stimulate 
and foster the grov/th of local protest movements. SNCC was born 
out of the sit-in movement which erupted across the South beginning 
on February 1, i960. A conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that 
Spring, brought together many of the demonstrating Southern students 
in a loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October, i960, 

A source has advised that in May, 1966, STOKELY CARMICHAEL 
was elected National Chairman by the Central Committee. In May, I967, 
CART^ICHAEL was replaced as Chairman by H, RAP BROVm, with CARMICHAEL 
assuming the position of Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In 
August, 1967^ at the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL parti¬ 
cipated in the Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference 
which was held in Havana, Cuba. Subsequent thereto, CARMICIiAEL 
traveled to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam, He returned 
to the United States in December, 1967 j at which time his passport 
v;as picked up because of travel to unauthorized countries. 


A source advised that when GARMICHA.EL v-ras elected Chairman 
of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of eliminating 
Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of H. RAP BROV/N as 
Chairman in 19673 it embarked on a world-wide struggle for human 
rights and to take a firm stand against violations of these rights 
by the American Government and to strengthen its programs of opposition 
to the draft and to the United States involvement in Vietnam.
